THE PLATFORM OF THE AMERICAN 
MEDICAL ASSOCIATION 


The American Medical Association advocates: 


The establishment of an agency of the federal 
eovernment under which shall be co-ordinated 
and administered all medical and health func- 
tions of the federal government exclusive of 
those of the Army and Navy. 


The allotment of such funds as the Congress 


may make available to any state in actual need, 
for the prevention of disease, the promotion of 
health and the care of the sick on proof of 
such need. 


. The principle that the care of the public health 


and the provision of medical service to the sick 
is primarily a local responsibility. 


. The development of a mechanism for meeting 


the needs of expansion of preventive medical 
services with local determination of needs and 
local control of administration. 


The extension of medical care for the indigent 


and the medically indigent with local determina- 
tion of needs and local control of administra- 
tion. 


’ In the extension of medical services to all the 


people, the utmost utilization of qualified medi- 
cal and hospital facilities already established. 


_ The continued development of the private prac- 


tice of medicine, subject to such changes as 
may be necessary to maintain the quality of 
medical services and to increase their avail- 
ability. 


. Expansion of public health and medical services 


consistent with the American system of democ- 
racy: 
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
